Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicant's Amendments and Accompanying Remarks, filed July 19, 2010 have 
been entered and have been carefully considered. Claims 1 and 4 are amended, 
claim 8 is added, and claims 2, 3 and 5 are cancelled byway of Examiner's 
amendment. Claims 1 , 4 and 6 - 8 are pending. 

3. In view of Applicant's amendment to claims 1 and 4 requiring that the 
ornament comprises a spherical body having only two holes, the Examiner 
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withdraws the 35 USC 103(a) rejection as being unpatentable over Endo JP - 
630851 13 U. 

4. Previously applied art, Endo JP - 630851 13 U, (see Office Action dated 
05/06/2010) teaches in the embodiment of Fig. 1 an ornament bead comprising a 
pair of insert holes 1 and 2 and an extract hole 3. These three holes extend and 
communicate each other at the center of the bead. The three holes intersect at 
120 degree angle each other, like a Y shape. 

5. As Endo and the prior art of record fail to teach or suggest an ornament 
comprising a spherical body having only two holes where the through hole has a 
substantial V-shape, claims 1 , 4 and 6-8 are found allowable over the prior art 
of record.
